Polish and was founded by King Stanislas 
August Poniatawsky of Poland on May 7, 
1765 to honor his patron Saint. Upon the an- 
nexation of Poland Emperor Alexander I con- 
tinued to confer it upon deserving Poles. Fol- 
lowing the Polish insurrection of 1831 Em- 
peror Nicholas I incorporated the Saint 
Stanislas with other Russian Orders and 
from this date until 1917 the Emperor was 
Grand Master. This order carried with it the 
right of hereditary nobility.
